maand, op de volgende wyze: Sanchez Lima 
het voornemen hebbende, om ons het bezit der 
provintie te betwisten, vertrok van de Ciénega 
om ons te bevechten met 500 mannen van het 
regiment van Leon en van den koning.

Sanchez Lima ontmoette den sden dezer onze 
troepen, welke verzameld waren ler gatallevan 
SOO Rifles en der'fundación ; de vy and werd vol- 
komen geslagen, en zyne divisie benevens den 
generalen staf werd gevangen genomen.

chez Lima ontsnapte langs den weg naar de

wel trokken de onze, zonder een enkel schot te 
doen, voorwaarts, en roen 
wy op den afstand 


van een pistool tchot waren, liepen wy op de 
t'atteryen met bsyonetten storm. 
Wy richtten 


een groot bloed-bad aan, en mankten voor hen 
het gebruik der kanonnen 
nutteloos. 
De ka- 


nonnen alleen hier ter plaatze, bestondeo uit 
12 veldstukken, behalve anderen die op de bal- 
teryen waren. 
"De baai werd genomen door de navale magt, 


die door den kolonel Padilla bevolen werd, wel- 
ke een levendig vuur uitstond, alvorens hy de 
ontsebepiag kon hewerktstellingen, en van de- 
zelve bezit nemen ; tutdeze operatie vereenigde 
hy zyne magt mst die van kolonel Carreñi, 
van Caracas,en marcheerden in masa op de stad. 


" Ons verlies van Ciénega heeft bestaan uit 


40 doden, en 60 gekwetsten, dat van den vy- 
anden 500 doden, die vervolgens veibrand zyn.

11th inst. after having tenaciously disputed the 
ground with the foe, who with 500 ot the regi- 
ments of Leon and of the kinu came from Cié- 
nega to meet us, and was on the sth comp'etely 
worsted at Fundación, with tke loss of ¡»ll his ar- 
my including the staff, ejcept Sanchez Lima, 
the commander, who alone escaped by the road 
of Upar. 
Passing through Ciénega on ihe 9th, 


and having on the next day combined nur ope- 
rations wilh ihe inland, end 
*ea foices under 


command of the admiral, we glorioutly termi- 
nated the object of our expedition.

1 will not recall to your mind the history of 


your misfortunes; therecollection thereof must 
not exist but te warn you from the like in fu- 
ture. 
When we took up arms to annihilate 


slavery, to which for two centuries our ances- 
tors and ourselves have been fettered, 
When 


we lavished our blood and offered the mightiest 
sacrifice* to the country, we were far from pre- 
suming that we would 
become the victims of

who in 
revolutions,

but, nothing for the peo- 


ple.

DEFENCE OF THE QUEEN. 


HOUSE OF LORDS -TUESDAY, OCT. 3. 


The hoose met ill's morning, in pnrsoanceof 


adjournment, at 10 o'clock. 
The interest ex- 


cited in ihe public mind at this stage of the pro- 
ceeding, was intense, and before the hour of 
business has arrived, the tpace below the bar 
was. crowded to excess. 


Prayers were immediately read by the lord 


bishop ofBristol, and the counsel called in. 


Mr. Brougham commenced his speech te the 


House in a low tone of voice. 
He spoke, as 


well as we could collect him, as follows :—" My 
lords, the time has now arrived when it becomes 
my duty to addrett your lordships upon this 
mo<t momenluous of all momentuous eases.— 
It is not the august presence of ihis assembly 
which i.npressss me, for I have often times ex- 
perienced its indulgence—nor it if the novelty 
of this proceeding that perplexes me, for the 
mind gradually gets reconciled to the most ex- 
traordinary deviationsfrom the common course 
of things —neither is it the magnitude of this 
case that oppresses me, for I am borne op in my 
task by the conviction of its justice, and by the 
approval of all mankind , but my loids, it is, the 
force of that conviction—it is the knowledge of 
the sentiments which are universally enlertain- 


cd by all paities, of the innocence pf my iflrjj- 
triou» client, that now dismays me with the per- 
suasion that my unworthy.mode of advocating 
her cause may for the firs! time occasion doubts 
on her case, and induce your lordships to pass 
thai judgement which the charges that have. 
been preferred ere calculated to elicit from you. 
I feel in the fullest sense, ihe great importunes 
of ihe situation in which 1 am placed; and in

It is no light addition to this feeling to

Ihe 
most painful reflections, i„ make ch.r<e ,' 
of a nature as serious as it i, p oh>ib|e foT gny 
individual to slan.l itnpen.hed with 
My lord, the princess Caroline of Rrrmstvick

find ihe case I rely upon fail me, I shall not 
scruple to avail myself of the n.eans which at 
present I decline using; and let no man think, 
under such circumstances, that I, or the young- 
est member of that profession to which I be- 
long, wouM hesitate to enter upon the discharge 
of ihe painful dniy. 
I have stated on a former 


occasion, but to your lordships it was unneces- 
sary, that an advocate, in the discharge of bis 
duly, knows but one person in the world—-hi» 
client, and no oilier. 
To save that client by all 


expedient means, is his duty ; and that

risks, inconvenience*, and costs to other persons. 
and to himself among them ; and he is not to 
regard ihe alarm, the tortures or the deetruc.

But, my lords, at present this painful duly it

If before tailor., 


in that which I fuel confident I shall not fail it , 
I were to take the course, to which I have „I- 
luded, 1 should feel that 1 gave up the liic,t>er 
ground which I have a right to claim. ' I should 
give up the ground of innocence, which it is my 
doty to take, and seem to confine myself to the 
extenuation of errors, and the palliation of levi- 
ties, which I stand here to deify. - For thai 
which has been said is false, and it is as foul as 
false on the part of those who say, tint their 
doty to God hat dictated to them ihe part which 
they have taken on this occasion, and which 
hasproved them ignorant oftheir first doty to- 
wards their follow creatures—it is foul, and 
falte, and icandalnut, I say , and they know it ¡«, 
to assert that improprieties have been admitted 
on the part of the queen. 
1 deny the admission 


of any improprieties on the part of her majesty ; 
I deny that arty have been proved in evidence, 
and I will disprove the atsertion by evidence.— 
One admission he made on the part of the 
queen, and let the learned coUOiel for the bill 
make all they can of it, for it ii the only one I 
can acknowledge—l admit that the queen left 
ihit country and went to retido in Italy- in the 
society of persons chiefly foreigners, and in so- 
ciety inferior to that which she once enjoyed itt 
England 
I admit, that while she Was here and 


happy, not indeed in her own farai y, but in the 
society of your lordships and your lordsbipi fa- 
milies, that the queen moved in 
more choice, 


in more dignified tociely than the has since 
known 


Here the learned counsel entered into a de- 


tail of the causes which induced her majesty to 
leaveEngland,and mentioned the exiraordinary 
fact that neither the event of theprinceit Chsi' 
lotle's marriage, nor Ihat of her death were 
ever officially communicated to the princess of 
Wales her mother. 
This was carrying resert-

'and in all countries, evidence might be procur- 
ed amongthe lower orders for money. 
Bat this 


purchase might be made among the lower class- 


'ss of Italy better than in any other part of the 
civilized world, and this proposition the respect- 
able inhabitants of that country wojld not deny. 


He woald read to them part of a letter pu- 
blished in Italy in 1792, by a person who wat 
nearly becoming the victim of a conspiracy by 
testimony of that description. 
Ho would tell 


their lordships that that letter was evidence of 
what Italian testimony was made of because it 
Was published before all Italy, and addressed 
openly in the writer's own name, to the prime 
minister of the coantry, with hit name attach- 
ed lo it ; that minister at the time, enjoying the 
highest civil authority there—l mean general 
Acton. " There is nothing to fear for want of 
swearing there ; the ordinary profits are from 
three to foor doc-vts, according lo the circum- 
stances of those who tell, and of the occasions 
of those who buy. 
If there you want to fabri- 


cate a will, defame a reputation, or forge a 
"hand-writing, you have only to castaway ru- 
mour», and to open your purse, for ihe shores of 
perjury in this country are always open." 


He called on their lordships to dismiss the 


case althogether ; for if they ever intended to 
carry their symbols of dignityin public, he was 


convinced they must dismiss it. 
The learned 


counsel then asked their lordship?' permission 
to retire fur a short time, which was gramil, 
amidst loud c ics of " Hear, hear /" 


Mr. Brougham, after being absent for some 


time, returned and resumed his atMrcss. 
After 


thanking their 
lordships for 
i'.ie indulgence 


which they had thewn him, he proceeded to 
cal' their attention to the 
nature of the evi- 


dence. The first witness in point of time, and 
by far the most important, was Theodore Ma- 
jocci. 
He had bsen a long time in the service 


of the. princess and his evidence extended over 
ihe whole period of the charge, and was only 
dismissed on the return of the queen f.nm the 
voyage and joitney into Greece and the Holy 
L»nd. 
He hid often heard it remarked, that 


the only f.-ature in Majocci's evidence which 
discovered weakness wa.', the failure of his me- 
mory, which might be a very innocent failure. 
He knew, and was ready tn admit in the fullest 
extent, that there might be. and there was an 
innocent failure of memory ; he knew also, ihat 
there was a guilty failure of remembrance.— 
The witness on these occasions had a perfect 
recollection as to attacking the queen, but an 
utter forgetfulness 
as 
to protecting 
himself 


from the effects of cross examination. 
At Na- 


ples he remembered minutes; be mado one di- 
vision between 16 and 18 minutes, and gave as 
the direct time lfi*. 
At another time there 


were three minaies most accurately sworn to.— 
Three quarters of a minute were given on an- 
other occasion. 
All these were given in the 


examination in chief; at any rate ihey must 
have boen deemed essential to the story. 
They 


were garnishes and convenient appendages, 
which were essential to a feasible accusation. 
But when questioned on the part of the defence, 
he did not known, when they travelled all night, 
of they were four or eight hours riding. 
He 


had no watch, he said—very likely. 
He did 


not know the time—highly probable. 
But why 


know it to well at one time, and be so ignorant 
of it at another, when he knew that 
to have 


spoken distinctly would have brought out the 
truth and convicted him? 


At once to shew that there was the most 


absolute proof of perjury having been commit- 
ted by him through the mode of guilty forget- 
fulne.s, he wonld come directly to hi» testimo- 
ny respecting 
t'ie relative situations of ihe 


sleeping chambers. 
TV: witness would have 


th'ïir lordships believe that bcr majesty, having 
aco'ii to Bergemi's room by a way where no- 
body 
slept, (which fact he was obliged, after 


much shuffling, to acknowledge) she yet prefer 
red going by a way where she knew that 
Ma- 


jocci slept in a bed, without curtains, close to 
the foot of which ah» must pass, wilh » fire af- 
fording light in the room : and last end most 
monstrous ofall, to make her detection »ure,«he 
stopt and looked at the witness, to 
see if he 


slept. 
Ths whole cf this vtory def.-.ated itself. 


Why should ths Princess go by a way where she 
must bs éetooted, in preference to the other, in 
which ihcc.li-.nces of defection were so much 
fewer? 


He would call their lord'hips' attention for 


a moment, and hut for » moment, (o ihe next 
witnesses, he meant to tho-i well-paid swear- 
ers the explain and mate of the polacre. 
He 


mint premie that, a better paid witness, or a 
better paid Dalian, for any kind of work or la- 
buur, never eppiared. 
He was paid el the rate 


of 2,0001. a-yeur. 
That man, who wis then 


part owner, must hive earned with his vessel 
8,0001. a year (-quil 10 ¡6,0001. in that coun- 
try,) to m»ke «lit' hi received an equivalent 
far lost oftime, whichit pretended to be. 
Such 


profits were unknown in that country. 
Wilh 


3001. a-year a man there was reckoned in easy 
circumstances. 
But had they made 8,0001. in 


one year, the nameiof thoie fortunate shipmat- 
ters would have resonndud from one end of 
Italy to the other; they would have been hail- 
ed as the rich of live earth ; and the magnifi- 
cence ofthe coblerin eastern history must have 
given way to them, if they had only spent one 
half of their earnings in their own country.— 
The captain was paid in an equal proportion 
with his mata :he fctd 3,V0V.. a-ysar ; all his ex- 
penses were paid, and 'that nelt sum pot into 
hi* pocket ;yet his ship, louse his own pk-rase- 
-o,l¡Í7i "as not in his pocket, it remained, and 
vfas earning freight. 
This forced on him the 


conviction, that thrs was a reeompente for his 
testimony, and not equivalent for loss of time 
or trado. 


The cour«e of hit observation» now brought 


him to a person of much higher ir.iportannce in 
this inquiry than the captain and the mate; he 
meant Sacchi. 
This Sacchi, who had passed 


by three or four different namei, had served the 
princesi as a courier at the lowest rate of wages, 
and as a vallet, was now moving: in the character 
of a gentleman of considerable fortune, wiiha 
servant to attend him. The first instance of it to 
which he should allude, was the circumstance 
of his passing fora count, which he h»d at first 
denied, 
and afterwards acknowledged. 
He 


was asked why he had changed his name at Pa- 
ris before he came over here? and he answered, 
because nf the tumult thai had happened, al- 
luding to the treatment of the witnesses at Do- 
ver—forgetting that a whole twelvemonth had 
elapsed between ihe two circnmilances. 
The 


period of hit being at Palis and changing hit 


name, he had stated to be in July 1819, and the 
tumult at Dover did not take place until July 
1820. 
This was one of those providential cir- 


cumstances 
by which every conspiracy was 


alone to be defeated, and but for vhicb their 
lordships might ait become the victims of such 
on one to morrow. 
It was indeed no trivial 


slip, no s'igbt defalcation of memory, bot a cool 
and deliberate falsehood, and in his opinion a 
sufficient testfor trying ihe credit of Sacchi. 


Tha learned couasel went 
on reviewing the 


whole of the evidence brought againtt the 
queen with similar severity and penetration, and 
at the conclusion said 


If their lordships believed the witnesses, the 


case of adultery was as clearly mude out as ever 
was any one that procured a verdict in West- 
minster Hal!. 
But if they did give a verdict on 


the testimony of such witne<ses. they would he 
worse than the jacobins of Paris for murdering 
Marie Antioneite. 
If a witness were proved lo 


perjure himself in any, the most trifling parti- 
cular, the grave parts of his story were not en- 
titled to credit. 
If they proceeded on other 


principles, what safely would ihere be for any 
of woman-kind againtt the malice of men ; what 
chance to escape from the toils of perjured con- 
spirators? 
He asked for the queen no other 


ju-tice, he desired no other safely for ber than 
she would derive under the circumstances of Ihe 
case from any court of justice in ihe land.— 
Here Mr. Brougham alluded lo the story of the 
rapidity 
0f B»rgami's promotion. 
If, said he, 


the story of Majocci and De Mont could be be- 
lieved, he had been in three weekt promoted to 
the bed of the queen. 
But he had it in proof 


that bit promotion was gradual; that daring 
the long journey on which they went, he wat 
courier ; that on that journey he wait promoted 
from riding on horseback to go in his own car- 
riage, ahd so on to the situation which he held 
at the time he quitted the queen's service. 
Was 


this the conduct of an amorous, nay, insane wo- 
man, as they would wish to represent her ; she 
suffered him to remain 
months, nay, years, 


without elevating him. 
Bergami was nol, as 


was represented, of low ori«in, but was a re- 
duced Italian gentleman. 
Heformerly lived at 


gen. Pino's, was in his service during the French 
campaign, and was much respected in that ca- 
pacity. 
A vacancy having occurred in the 


queen's establishment, Bergami was proposed 
by and Italian nobleman for the situation. 
He 


applied to the queen's chamberlain, and was en- 
gaged in the service of the queen without her 
knowiedne. 
But he would not dwell on this 


subject, for, taid Mr. Brougham, guilt there is 
none, impropriety there is none, levity there is 
none, 
witnesses there ate none. 
But, even if 


there 
were, he could stand on better ground, 


he could appeal to her former life, her former 
conduct, lo the time when she lived amongst 
iheir lordships, and under the special protec- 
tion of our ever-to-be-lamented and venerable 
sovereign. 
He begged 
to remind their lord 


ships of that beautiful passage in the sacred 
writing. 
He alluded to Ihe passage of Suvan- 


nah before the eiders. 
" They hardened their 


hearts, ifcey washed their eyes, thai they m;it.ht 
not look upon the heaven*." 
But such is the 


will of that divine providence that sees all hearts, 
that owing to a slight contradiction in the testi- 
mony, judgment was favorably pronounced.— 
And was this the kind of proof, by which the 
present proceedings were to be supported ?— 
Was this the kind of tcstimohy to which a bill, 
anomalous to the lawt of the land, an ex post 
facto law was to be supported. 


At a little before one Mr.Broughtm conclud 


ed his eloquent speech in the following words, 
with great animation :—My lords, I pray your 
lordships t0 i-use ! yon, my lords, are standing 
on the brink of a dreadfal precipice ; your judg- 
ment will goforth to the world ; ifthatjudgment 
is 
gnir.st he queen, it may be the last and on- 


ly judgment you will ever pronounce! 
That 


judgment, my lorrlt, will fail in its object, and 
it will return with redoubled violence on those 
who giv3 
<t 


'■'■ Save the country, my lords, 


from the heaviest calamity of a civil war ! ! 
Save yourselves, my lords, from the situation in 
which yon are now standing ! 
Rescue that 


country of which you are the ornament, bot in 
which yjn can flourish no longer when severed 
from the people, and when the blnssom is cut 
off from the root and stem of the tree ! I 
Save 


that country, ray lords, that you may continae 
to be the ornament of it ! 
Save the crown from 


dxtuont ; and the aristocracy, which is shaken, 
as it alto the altar itself, which never more can 
stand secure ! 
Ifyour judttment be againtt the 


queen, it will shake to the foundation the kind- 
red throne ! 
Ynu, my lords have willed, tha 


church and crown have willed that the queen 
shall belaid out ofthe sovereing service, but she 
has had ihe prayers of the people ¡and my lords, 
I do pour forth my supplications at the throne 
of mercy, that mercy may be poured down on 
these people in a larger measure than ihe me- 
rits of the rulers deserve, and I pray my lords, 
that your hearts may turn towards justice and 
not go therefrom." 


At the conclusion of lie speech a strong sen- 


sation appeared to manifest its-elf in the House, 


At 20 minutes to 1 o'clock Mr. Williams, one 


of ihe other counsel for the queer, advanced to 
the bar and also addressed their lordships in 
behalfof his illustrious client
